Having concluded your Examen , present yourself 
before your Divine Lord as one sick to his hea- 
venly Physician ; discovering all your wounds 
with confidence, that he may apply thereto the 
sacred balm, of his adorable Blood, Say with 
St, Austin : 

O good Jesus, take possession anew of my 
whole soul, and all that belongs to thee ; re- 
vive therein the traces of thy own sacred Im- 
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age, obscured by sin, and efface every stain of 
vice and imperfection. 

Cast yourself into the burning furnace of your Sa- 
viour's Sacred Heart , there to purify your soul, 
and with sincere contrition say :

Accept it, I beseech thee, in 
honour of that supernatural love and joy with 
which thy sacred Heart was replenished during 
the abode of thy dear Son in thy womb; in 
veneration of which I offer thee the sentiments 
of my heart, and these nine Hail Mary’s. [Re- 
peat the Hail Mary nine times.] 

O Mother of God, accept these salutations, 
in union with the respect and veneration with 
which the Angel Gabriel first hailed thee, full 
of grace. I wish most sincerely that they may 
become so many gems in the crown of thy 
accidental glory, which will increase in bright- 
ness to the end of the world. I beseech thee, 
0 Comfortress of the afflicted, by the joy thou 
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didst receive in the nine months of thy preg- 
nancy, to obtain for me the grant of the fa- 
vours I have now implored through thy power- 
ful intercession. For this end I offer thee all 
the good works which have ever been per- 
formed in thy honour. I most humbly entreat 
thee, for the love of the most amiable Heart 
of Jesus, with which thine was ever so in- 
flamed, to hear my humble prayers, and to ob- 
tain my requests. 

O God, who, under the protection of the 
glorious Mother of thy Son, was pleased that 
the Order of Mercy should be instituted in thy

Preserve them from 
all illusions, and sustain them amidst tempta- 
tions. Beseech our Lord to add to their num- 
bers subjects capable of glorifying him by effi- 
caciously labouring for their own sanctification 
in the service of the poor ; and so enlighten 
and direct the several Superiors of the Insti- 
tute, that they may neither admit nor retain 
any save those to whom he has granted a due 
vocation, with grace to act up to it. May the 
blessing of God and thy protection be with all 
whom the Sisters protect and instruct. 
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Comfort and defend our parents, relations, 
end friends, and bring them to the enjoyment 
of eternal life with all our benefactors. That 
thou canst obtain for us these benefits, we know, 
O holy Mother of God ; and we have filial con- 
fidence that thou wilt be favourable to us, be- 
cause thou art the Mother of mercy, our Mother, 
and our patroness. Amen.
